we referred 
to the invitation of the Capital City 
Philatelic Society of Harrisburg, Pa., 
wherein they suggested that collec- 
tors should bring their wife or a rea- 
sonable facsimile of same and we re- 
marked that such an act was putting 
the stamp of approval on forgeries 
and counterfeits, to which the Editor 
of “The Postage Stamp Nook” in the 
Daily Republican Times of Ottawa, 
Ill., remarks: “George Linn has been 
connected with philately long enough 
to know that temporary issues, used 
in place of regular issues, are listed 
as provisionals, and are wholly proper 
to collect.” 

It would seem from the above state- 
ment that the “Editor” referred to 
above has not been associated with 
philately long enough to know that 
temporary issues to be classed as pro- 
visionals, must be with the sanction 
of the governing body according to 
due process of the law of the land or 
recognized officials and when not so 
issued, they are not provisionals. If is- 
sued without proper authority behind 
them, Scott would give them only ten- 
tative listing and of no recognized 
value.

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Another American There have been 
Stamp Catalogue many rumors in 

the past of pro- 
posed new stamp catalogues for Amer- 
ica and now crops up another such ru- 
mor in which it is said that a whole 
series of catalogues including both a 
general catalogue as well as several 
different catalogue on_ specialized 
groups, including the U. S. Special- 
ized, Air Mail, etc., will be included as 
part of the program. It is stated fur- 
ther that the publications will be pro- 
duced in Europe, where printing costs 
will be fars lower and that the work 
will be sponsored and supported by a 
group of American dealers. The fur- 
ther statement is made that the cata- 
logues will list stamps at net prices. 
All sounds quite interesting, yet 
with no more to offer than is offered 
in the present catalogues, what chance 
for success has such a project. One 
might argue that the sponsorship of 
American Dealers would put the thing 
across, but why should American 
dealers load up with more trouble by 
tieing up with any outside combina- 
tion for the production of a catalogue, 
that for their purpose will be no 
better than the one we now have. It 
should be apparent to any person able 
to think and reason out a matter that 
the stamp collecting hobby and the 
business associated with stamp col- 
lecting will thrive best with one 
“Standard Catalogue”. With two cata- 
logues, which will the collector buy 
and which will he follow. It will be a 





tough job to wean the collector away 
from the Scott Catalogue, even with 
all its faults if we must say this. 
What hope is there that any other 
catalogue will have less faults. 
American collectors have known the 
Scott Catalogue and the Scott name 
for so long that any second choice 
will never occur to many of them. 


As for the suggestion that the 
pricing will be net, such a remark is 
all “hooey” for who can price stamps 
net at prices that will meet with the 
approval of all dealers and in what 
condition are the stamps that are 
priced net. It might be admitted that 
there are a vast number of stamps 
on which it might be practical to 
make net prices that would be rather 
a fair figure for sale and exchange, 
but even under any circumstance, 
there are bound to be many dealers 
who would knock any such figures by 
offering substantial discounts. 


That it would be desirable on the 
part of every dealer, that he might 
have a priced list with his actual net 
selling prices is to be admitted, but 
such a list is not possible in a large 
way except for the few dealers who 
enjoy a very large volume of busi- 
ness on any certain line. 


Scott prices are mere guides to 
pricing for the dealer. After all, even 
on the cheaper stamps, the Scott price 
means nothing and the actual selling 
price for the legitimate dealer must 
be based on his cost. 





Current Stampic Comment 


Scott has thousands of stamps 
priced at 2c each. In the natural 
course of events, dealers usually sell 
these stamps at lc each, even the 
Scott Stamp & Coin Co., offer 50% 
discount in many instances, yet there 
are other stamps in the Scott Cata- 
logue which are priced at low prices 
and which if you put them on a want 
list you will fail to get them because 
they are not available at catalogue 
prices and frequently difficult to find 
at any price. 


In considering stamp prices by the 
Scott Stamp & Coin Company, one 
must bear in mind that this company 
does not price the Standard Cata- 
logue. This catalogue is printed and 
priced by a publishing firm, Scott 
Publications, Inc., and the firm has no 
stamps for sale, yet takes the liberty 
of pricing the stamps of every dealer 
in America, who uses the Scott Cata- 
logue as a guide. This is of course 
an unusual and to say the least an 
undesirable situation for how can any 
man who has no merchandise to sell, 
price the merchandise that is held for 
sale by another man. 


Looking at the catalogue as I do 
and considering it as I do, it is a 
fair priced book with all its pecu- 
liarities for I consider the prices in 
the catalogue as merely relative val- 
ues as one stamp against another and 
what the stamps can actually be sold 
or bought for is another matter, a 
matter best shown by prices quoted

Standard Catalogue of Air Post Stamps For 1942 





Probably no other publication of 
the entire Scott Line has caused so 
much discussion and difference of 
opinion as has this Catalogue of Air 
Post Stamps. The American Air Mail 
Society, in cooperation with the pub- 
lishers, have adhered closely to their 
policy of listing only such stamps as 
were regularly produced and issued 
for postal duty. The minor varieties 
and errors which are listed are limited 
to those which, so far as they have 
been able to ascertain, actually oc- 
curred during the regular process of 
manufacturing and were not produced 
by favor, connivance or other irregu- 
larity. Unlisted varieties are men- 
tioned, however, as a protective guid- 
ance to the collector. 

An interesting innovation which ap- 
pears for the first time in the Air 
Post Catalogue, and also in the 
United States Stamp Catalogue, Spe- 
cialized, is a Market Review, which we 
quote in full for the information of 

eour readers: 


Market Conditions 

Many collectors and dealers have 
asked us for our observations as to 
the dealers’ supply of and collectors’ 
demand for the various classes of Air 
Post stamps. While much divergence 
we sincerely believe the following is 
approximately accurate in reflecting 
nationwide conditions in general.

Postal Service 
Untouched 


When Japan began its invasion of 
China, its forces, civil and military 
took over all government activities, 
except the postal service. The Japa- 
nese knowing that the service was 
operated at a large loss and there 
was no hope of profit, ignored it. So 
the post office continued under its 
white supervisors, supplying stamps 
of republican China to all areas, oc- 
cupied as well as unoccupied. When 
Japanese forces seized the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing at Peking, 
stamp printing was done at other 
points beyond Japanese authority. 
The uniformed messenger of the serv- 
ice were permitted to travel unmo- 
lested through Japanese lines, often 
in the midst of active warfare. Both 
sides respected his “neutrality.” 





Only Columbus 
Depicted 


Though Columbus never was near 
the present republic of Chile, that 
country for over half a century de- 
picted no personage other than the 
discoverer of America on its stamps. 
Section VIII of Article 132 of the 
postal laws decreed on February 22, 
1858 clearly stated that Chilean 
stamps must bear the likeness of the 
explorer and the inscription “Correos 
/Porte Franco/Chile” and every time 
a new series was proposed, this law 
was recalled and prevented any 
change of portraits. Repeated agita- 
tion was continued until on Sept. 1, 
1911 it was repealed. Through the 
years slight modifications were made, 
the Porte Franco’ disappearing 
finally in 1901. The centennial series 
of 1910 evidently were specially ex- 
cepted from the provisions of the 
law.
